Why  did  you  choose  this  power  structure  and  reject  other  power 
structures  used  by  other  authoritarian  governments?

For 
example,  are  you  directing  your  message  at  people  of  a particular  age,  economic  status,  or 
ethnic  background? 

• Why  would  the  issues  touched  upon  in  your  propaganda  piece  be  of  such  dire  concern  to 
Canadians  that  they  might  accept  the  limiting  of  their  rights  and  freedoms?
